Lake Mauvaisterre 


Seining of rough fish from Lake 
Mauvaisterre is scheduled to begin 
Thursday morning, but it may be 
Friday before the operations are un- 
der way to full extent, according to 
announcement Wednesday. 


The work will be done by Charles 
Swan of this city, an experienced 
commercial fisherman, who has just 
completed operations at Meredosia 
bay. He will be assisted by several 
other men, and the entire job will 
be carried on under supervision of 
the Illinois Department of Conserva- 
tion. 


Large carp and buffalo fish will be 
removed from the lake. Members of 
the public improvement committee 
of the council said that no catfish 
will be removed from the lake. 


No fish will be sold or given away 
at the lake where the landings are 
made. The fish will be taken to 
Beardstown, 
weighed 
and 
sold 
through commercial channels.

We used to have a phone back 
here, but they took the phone out 
and we have to go to the drug store"

The responsibilities of a backstage 
doorman when being interviewed are 
such that he dare not say anything 
about this person, or admit a fond- 
ness for that one, without causing 
esentment or hurt to others.

Barretts of Wimpole Street there 
were a number of English people, 
and they always wanted t?a at 4 
o'clock. I used to serve them. Used 
to make it right here. Funny thing, 
the English don't like our tea balls. 


"But Miss Cornell was an angel, 
bad days and good, rain or shine. 
She never left the theater on mat- 
inee days. She'd stay in her dress- 
ing room until the evening perform- 
ance.

Plays come and go but the people 
who have known George Piercc back 
stage apparently never forget. Open- 
ing nights are high pressure, with 
hundreds of telegrams pouring in, 
but there are always a few for 
George—like the one on the recent 
night when "Life With Mother" 
opened which came from Martha's 
Vineyard: 


I am always glad you are there 
holding the fort, dear George."

Judge Smith issued the order after

preme court ruling: 


"Mandate and decision of the 
Supreme Court of the State of Illi- 
nois .in People ex rel, Manuel M. 
Wiseman on behalf of Charles Stew- 
art Willis, a feebleminded person, vs. 
Walter Nierstheimer, warden, Illinois 
State Penitentiary, Menard, Illinois, 
respondent No. 30626 habeas corpus, 
ordered filed. 


"Pursuant to said mandate and 
opinion it is hereby ordered that the 
sheriff of Morgan county, Illinois, be 
and is hereby directed to forthwith 
receive the body of Charles Stewart 
Willis from the warden of the Illinois 
State Penitentiary at Menard, -Illi- 
nois, and to forthwith deliver the 
said body of the said Charles Stewaft 
Willis to the superintendent of the 
Lincoln State School and Colony at 
Lincoln, Illinois, for recommitment 
under the order of the County Court 
of Jersey county. Illinois, of April 8, 


1932." 


Was Found Feeble-minded 


Willis was taken into court in Jer- 
sey county in 1932 and sent to the 
Lincoln institution when he was 
found to be feeble-minded. He was 
later placed in an 
"opportunity 
home" at Decatur and then sent to a 
foster home in Jersey county. It was 
while he was in this home in Jersey 
county that he came to Jacksonville 
and allegedly wrecked the Wabash 
train, being convicted in this county 
and sentenced to life imprisonment- 


It is alleged that the county court 
of Jersey county failed to make the 
correct court entries in the case. The 
supreme court found that Willis was 
legally committed to the Lincoln in- 
stitution and should be an inmate of 
that institution. 


The wreck here in 1932 was caused 
when Willis is alleged to 
have 
thrown a switch near Webster ave 
nue causing the eastbound Wabash 
passenger train to run into a short 
switch, striking an oil tank. The en- 
gine turned over, killing Engineer 
•John Rapp and Fireman Harry L. 
Myers. Several passengers were in- 
jured. The oil tank was ripped open 
and the oil caught fire, resulting in a 
bad conflagration.

New York Yankee pitching staff, 
will make his debut as a baseball 
manager next season at the hcim of 
Muskegon, Mich., in the Class A 
Central league. 


Ruffing's appointment to succeed 
Bennie Huffman as Muskegon pilot 
was announced today by Johnny 
Rigney, director of the Chicago 
White Sox farm system. 


The 43-year-old Ruffing, whose 
seven victories in 10 World Series 
appearances Is a major league 
pitching record, finished 22 years of 
American League hurling in 1947 
with the White Sox. 


Ruffing, with a major league rec- 
ord of 273 wins and 234 defeats, last 
summer conducted a series of base- 
ball schools and try-out camps for 
the Sox. 


Ruffing entered professional base- 
ball in 1923 with Danville, 111., of the 
Three-I league. He joined the Bos- 
ton Red Sox the next year and was 
with that club until 1930 when he 
was traded to the Yankees. 


The brilliant right-hander re- 
mained with the Yankees until he 
entered the Army in 1942. For four, 
seasons, 1936 through 1939, won 20 
or more games as the Yankees swept 
to titles till four years. 


After military service, Ruffing re- 
joined the Yanks late in the 1946 
season. 


Hie signed with the White Sox in 
December of 1946, but a bad knee 
limited his record to three inns and 
five defeats in 1947, his last pitching 
season. 


Ruffing is a resident of Chicago.

New York, Dec. 1—(¿P)—Secretary 
of Defense Forrestal said tonight 
the United States must supply "a 
generous measure of equipment"— 
presumably military — to western 
European nations.

New York, Dec. 7—UP)—Records In 
all Manhattan divorce actions were 
placed under scrutiny of the dis- 
trict attorney's office today as an 
outgrowth of the smashing of an 
alleged fake divorce evidence ring. 


The number of cases to be exam- 
ined presumably- could run into the 
lens of thousands since the state 
supreme court order empowering the 
probe set no limit on how far back 
investigators could delve. 


About 9,000 divorces, most of them 
uncontested, have been granted in 
Manhattan in the past two years. 


In asking for the court order. As- 
sistant District Attorney Charles 
McDonough told the court it appears 
there are hundreds of eases "in 
which collusive divorces have been 
obtained in this (New York) county." 


In ewes where fraud is found, the 
divorces could be nullified by action 
of an interested party or initiative 
of the courts. 


District Attorney Frank S. Hogan 
has not said why he is undertaking 
the investigation.
